• The higher the Rt is above 1, the faster COVID will spread.

• If Rt is below 1, infections will slow.  

Very early in our outbreak: Rt in Chicago estimated at 3.62. 

Each person with COVID-19 spread disease to between 3 and 4 other people, on average. 

That’s why our cases rose so quickly.

When we successfully flattened the curve, we did that by changing the conditions to make it 

harder for the virus to reproduce. 

We successfully got Rt down to under 1 (as low as 0.85).

Each person with COVID-19 spread disease to an average of less than other person, 

meaning many infected people did not spread the disease at all.
